I learnt from him that 
he belonged to Bristol, R. 1., which place he left 
some twenty years ago, during which time he 
had been fighting for the Greeks against the 
merciless Turks, and seen the former gain their 
independence. For eighteen years' hard fish- 
ting, he had received nothing us it were—"the 
country being much involved by its protracted 
wars.—This man, alter ascertaining that 1 be- 
lonced so near him,inquired about many old men 
in Newport. 
Hia name is George Wilson. 
He 


took me to his cottage in the cemetery,the.only 
dwelling there for living. 
His cottage was neat 


though humble—he introduced me to his wife 
and tour children. His wife is a Grecian wo- 
man, beautilul to look nt, and seemed very kind 
—she speaks very good English. 
He has a 


daughter, about 15 years old, the three boys 
younger. His whole desire seemed to be to wet 
to the United States, 
He has two sons in Bris- 


tol, by his first wile,who he says was Abby Wai- 
dron, and that it was her death that first caused 
him ta come on board the ship, and on the Sun- 
day following he carneon boaid with twoot his 
boys. 
The officers noticed him, and on hearing 


his story were willing to assist him to the Uni- 
ted States 
The captain shipped his two boys, 


who will be taken cnre of. The ship's company 
raised by subscription over one hundred dollars, 
nnd the officers made up a handsome sum for 
him to pay his expenses to America, nnd before 
this I think he and his family are on their way 
to the United States, where the boys will meet 
them."
